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| TWO VANISHED THEORIES | 





Two of the pet theories of ones youth seem to have 
packed up for good. The first is the Flat Earth Theory 
which was really put out of action by the first Sputnik 
after which it was no longer possible to pretend that 
the earth was flat or of dimensions other than those 
which most of us had assumed. 

However another theory, equally interesting in its 
way, was that of the Hollow Earth. One seems to remem- 
ber that about 1936 one Johannes Lang put forward the 
theory in Germany, but there was a group in the United 
States formed about 1870 by Cyrus Teed called Kreshanity, 
remnants of which were still in existence in Estcro 
Florida in 1947. The leading post wor exponent was one 
Antonio Duran Navarro of Buenos Aires who visualised 
the earth as being the inside of a sphere in the centre 
of which floated the stars and the planets, while on the 
internal periphery was the continental earth. There was 
nothing much to quarrel with excevt the difficulty of 
explaining what was on the outside of the huge ball 
containing the universe as we know it, but as one asks 
precisely the same question of those who state that the 
entire universe is globular in shape, although on a 
Slightly larger scale, the fault in both cases seems to 
be a failure to realise that nothing is or can be fin- 
ite in space, there is always something outside of it. 

However as long as space travel wes considered 
impossible there was no real difficulty in assuming 
that the earth and the stars might be on the inside 
of a large sphere. But the moment people started fir- 
ing off rockets millions of miles into outer space the 
falsity of the assumption became obvious, and the Hollow 
Earth Theory has vanished, presumably for good. 

One should not be tempted to criticise the followers 
of these theories too much, for every fact there are 
several careful reasoned hypotheses, of which only one 
has a chance of being right. But if the others had not 
been made nobody would have bothered to do all the work 
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necessary to disprove them and thereby turn one more 
theory into aprovedscientific fact. 





THE PROBLEM OF ATLANTIS |

In a previous paper on this subject (1) we consider- 
ed this question on the hypothesis that this event was 
due to the falling of an asteriod on the earth, on the 
site where this continent was formerly to be found, the 
result being due to the unilateral tide caused by the 
Shock. This asteroid must have had a very eccentric 
orbit, resembling those of the ones discovered a quar- 
ter of a century ago by Delporte and others. The fall- 
ing of such an asteriod would, naturally, be exceptional, 
but nevertheless such asteriods exist, and they may come 
quite near to the earth. It may be added that otherwise 
we are not supporters of the theory of the meteoric 
origin of lunar craters. 

We have recently published a paper relating to a 
new theory of the origin of the terrestrialcontinents in 
the direction of the meridians(2), This theory is in no 
way opposed to the existence of Atlantis, as is the case 
with the theory of Wegener where the origin is transver- 
sal, ieee from East to West. The displacement of the 
continents in the direction of the meridians is due to 
what we have called "meridional tension ". This latter 
tension, related to a secular diminution of the usual 
flatness of the earth, is due in the long run, to the 
tidal action of the Moon. We have tried to explain by 
this meridional tension some singularities of the ter- 
restrial continents (the contour); it is a matter of cer- 
tain transversal fissures. We stated that “If mankind 
had not surpassed nature, it is probable that the canals 
of Panama and Suez would sooner or later have created 
themselves". 

We may add that this meridional tension had probably 
manifested itself in the remote past on the lost 
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continent of Atlantis. N.H. Zhirov, in his book 
"Atlantida" (3), notes that the Atlantean continent lay 
nearly in the direction of the meridian and that it was 
composed of two or three islands. Could not these is- 
lands have been formed in the past by meridional tension 
breaking up a single large island. This initial dis- 
location can be considered as the beginning of the Atlan- 
tean disaster. (The submarine mountain shaped like an 
"S", lying at the bottom of the Atlantic, is not contin- 
uOUS e 

But there is another cause, completely independent 
of the Moon, which has superimposed itself to cause the 
catastrophe. As can be seen in the work of Veronnet 
(4),the terrestrial parallels of + 35° constitute zones 
of fracture and of dislocation in the crust of the earth. 
In the Northern hemisphere the 35th parallel constitutes 
the well known Mediterranean seismic zone, while in the 
Southern hemisphere, the 35th parallel, passes through 
oceans in the main. 

This conclusion is based on the "Study of a hetro- 
geneous mass in rotation", which is also being studied 
as a possible cause of earthquakes. 

Nevertheless the meridional tension plus the seismic 
force which “inhabits” the mediterranean zone, are not 
the only factors influencing the site formerly occupied 
by Atlantis. 

It is for this reason that we continue to insist 
on. the need for a “Drus ex Machina" - the fall of an 
asteroid, as being the final and definitive cause of 
the catastrophe of Atlantis. 
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[ THE NAZCA FIGURES | 





Nazca in Peru has the distinction of having some of 
the most mysterious figures ever. encountered by arch- 
seologists, traced out by lines of stones in a desert 
site 4O miles long and less than a quarter of that in 
width. These are combined with astronomical markings 
pointing to the setting Sun on the winter and summer 
solstices. 

The indications are that the straight lines indic- 
ate the risings and the settings of the Sun, the Moon, 
Venus and other planets, and important constellations. 
This shows that the extent of astronomical knowledge in 
those early times must have been far greater than most 
modern historians are willing to concede. It is inter- 
esting to note that even such authorities as Alden Mason 
in his standard work on South America are unwilling to 
commit themselves. 

However, apart from the astronomical mark lines, 
Which have a certain resemblance with th astronomical 
mark stones associated with the Old Straight Trackways 
of Britain, there are numerous figures of animals, in- 
sects and birds, some of which are acres in extent, and 
which cannot be seen from the ground but can only be 
examined in toto from a balloonor an aircraft. A similar 
question has arisen with certain of the hill figures in 
England, where the contour of the earth prevents their 
being seen as a whole, except from a distance. How the 
builders managed to lay out these designs with such 
accuracy is a mystery. 

The figures include one of a bird which is 400 feet 
between wing tips, a spider with one huge foot clinging 
to a post, and a most odd figure 2500 feet long. 

That they were tribal totems seems possible as far 
as the birds and insects are concerned, but who ever 
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heard of 4 geometrical figure as a tribal god? Mason 
dates the period as from BC 300 on, but it would seem 
possible that the dates are much earlier than that, pos- 
sibly more in accordance with the Tiahuanaco dates. No 
Carbon 14 dates appear to have been achieved as yet so 
the question is still open. 

The real problem of how to draw a figure half a 
mile in length on a level surface when you cannot see 
more than a few yards of it at a time and yet to pro- 
duce a most complicated geometrical design still remains 
unsolved. One wonders whether they used kites, which 
were well known in ancient China.

[THE BIRTH OF THE MOON

1. It happened long, long ago, millennia of aeons, 
more than two thousand million years ago. Our Pre-Sun, 
much bigger than that of to-day, young and ardent, rad- 
iating with splendour and white light, swam majestically 
in the interstellar space, circling round - as it still 
continues to do —- the invisible centre of our Galaxy, 
its Great Mystic LOGOS. And since those times, it has 
circled round this Centrum more than ten times. Thus, 
ten Galactic Years,if we may use this new term - have 
elapsed since the life of our Pre-Sun underwent a great 
change. 

Thus far, it had lived solitary, alone, sending its 
radiating energy to far-distant sister-suns. When lo: 
at the due time decreed by Higher Powers, it met a cer- 
tain cloud in its way. This cloud was composed of var- 
ious gases and cosmic dust, like those which are strewn 
abundantly in our Galaxy. 

Whereupon the particles of this cloud began to 
undergo the gravitational force of the Pre-Sun. 

They began to fall on it, but when they entered its 
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electromagnetic field, which partly ionized and partly 
repelled them by the pressure of light, a certain num 
ber of particles of the cloud were arrested. The re- 
sult must have been that gases were accumulated at 
about the distance r from the Sun, which depends on the 
atomic weight m of the gas and on its ionization pot- 
ential V 


r= 13,5. 10'?, a/v 


Now, the gas particles with an atomic weight of 
about 7 were stopped at the distance of Jupiter, and 
those with a weight of about 13 at the distance of 
Saturn. In consequence of their mutual collisions and 
motions along the lines of the electromagnetic forces 
of the Sun, the particles which had been stopped accum- 
ulated in larger groups and gave birth to the great 
planets of the solar system. Most of the material was 
accumulated at the distance of Jupiter, and a somewhat 
smaller part at that of Saturn. Out of the central 
part of this cloud, containing various gases, the giant 
planets were formed in turn: Neptune, Uranus, Saturn, 
Jupiter(vide Fig). They formed the First Planetary 
Family. The fore part of this cloud, composed of cos-— 
mic dust, which the Pre-Sun met first, was responsible 
for the formation of the oldest planets, Mars and 
Lune. They belong to the Second Family. Finally, out 
of the last part of the cloud through which the Pre- 
Sun passed, were formed the inner planets, Earth, Venus 
and Mercury, also belonging to the Second Family. 
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26 The above is a short summary of the theory put for- 
ward by the astronomer H.Alfvén at Stockholm and pub- 
lished in 1942-1945.(1) It contains the results of his 
exhaustive researches on the origin of the planets, 
planetoids and satellites of the planets. In his resear- 
ches, H.Alfven has used, and applied, several -formulas 

of Celestial Mechanics as well as the newest conquests 

of Physics and Chemistry. Thus his theory enables us to 
explain and even to foresee many details in the structure 
and mechanism of the solar system, which could not 
hitherto be properly explained. 

Let us note that the normal satellites of the 
planets were formed with the remainder of the cloud- 
material in a manner analogous to the formation of the 
planets under the influence of the Pre-Sun. The cloud 
of gas and dust particles, approaching the planets in 
process of formation, were partially stopped at certain 
distances and, accumulating, formed their satellites. 

Thus, the above-mentioned First Family of planets, 
formed out of gas, has many common properties and thus 
adiffers from the Second Family, which was formed out of 
cosmic dust and thus, the average density of the Second 
Family planets is over 3.0, whereas that of the First 
Family is far below 3.0. 
de As stated above, the oldest planets, Mars and Luna, 
were formed at the very beginning. Luna circled round 
the Sun probably between Venus and Liars. It is gen- 
erally connected with the latter, having many properties 
in common. These, however, may be discussed another time. 

Now, at a certain time, for some reasons not hither- 
to sufficiently explained, Luna approached the Earth so 
close that the latter was able to capture it (2), form- 
ing a sort of double planet. Henceforth, it became the 
satellite of the Earth, though retaining certain of its 
peculiar traits: its orbit is never convex in relation 
to the Sun, as it would have been if the Moon were a 
common satellite of the Earth. 

H.Alfvén considers that numerous craters and other 
formations of the Moon's surface may be a reminiscence 
of the times when it witnessed the birth of the Earth (3). 
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Curiously enough, the Hellenic myths, whichare probably 
echoes of the memory of the pre-diluvian, pre-Hellenic 
civilization which existed in the area of the present 
Mediterranean, tell us that Uranos (Heaven) first rose 
out of Chaos, and of him was born Chronos, i.e. Saturn. 
This latter in turn gave birth to Zeus-Jupiter. Thus, 
their sequence corresponds to that in the birth of the 
First Family planets from gas, i.e. out of Chaos. 
he It is not easy to answer the question, how long ago 
the Earth was able to capture Luna, if we take the stand- 
point of Modern Astronomical Science. We cannot however 
dismiss tacitly many legends end myths of various peoples, 
nor the testimonies of ancient writers, which relate that 
the appearance of the Moon in our Heaven was connected 
with a terrible catastrophe, which once, but, speaking 
geologically, not so long ago, afflicted our globe. The 
writer is of the opinion that legends and myths are not 
the outcome of phantasy; they are narrations of real 
facts and events which, having been refracted in the 
prism of many centuries, and generations, assume a col- 
our or light seemingly unrealistic. 

It is the aim of the Science of To-Morrow to re- 
create the true face of that terrible disaster, probably 
the Universal Deluge, to fix its chronology, and to 
explain the problem of Pre-Selenites, i.e. of the peoples 
who lived before the appearance of the Moon in our sky. 
They are mentioned by Plutarch and other Greek authors 
in their writings. One of the Arcadian kings was said 
to have been named Proselenos (4). St. Augustine speaks 
of them in his "De Civitate Dei". Even now, there are 
still peopleson the earth who have retained legends 
about the coming of the Moon in the sky. (5). 

5. Readers of"Atlantis" are familiar with the Cosmic 
Ice Theory, set forth so clearly by Mr. Egerton sykes 
in his article "The Theory of Hoerbiger" (6), and sup- 
ported by Dr. René Malaise (7). According to this 
theory, Luna, being primarily an independent planet, 
once approached the Earth so close that the latter cap- 
tured it. This happened about 13,000 years ago, and 
this capture was the cause of the Wurm glaciation, of 
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the climatic breakdown, of great seismic disturbances 
and finally of the submersion of Poseidonia. It was 

the second greatest disaster in the whole history of 

the human race, i.e., the Universal Deluge, the first 
having been the disintegration of the Tertiary Satellite 
of the Earth (8). 

Mr. H.S. Bellamy, in a series of books and articles, 
reveals in a convincing manner the causes and the mech- 
anism of these terrible cataclysms. He develops before 
the mental eyes of the readers the horrible image of the 
Great Deluge, of which the Biblical story (9) is but a 
feeble shadow. 

On the other hand, according to the secret tradit- 
ions of Hermeticism, the Moon is older than the Earth, 
and is not connected genetically with our globe. These 
traditions relate further, that the heliocentric orbit 
of Luna, after many transformations, approached the 
Earth so close that it was finally captured. They even 
say that this marriage between the Earth and the lLioon was 
contracted not so long ago, namely about 9500 B.C., con- 
sequently at the time of the submersion of Poseidonia... 
G. Thus we see, that the mathematical theory of H. 
Alfvén entirely confirms the final conclusions both of 
H.Hoerbiger's theory and of the ezoteric traditions, 
according to which our Moon was captured by the Earth. 
Thus, it was not born of the Earth (G.Darvin), but was 
its "adopted child". H.Alfven does not, however define 
the actual time when this capture took place. He is 
rather of the opinion that it happened a very, very long 
time ago. 

There is no doubt that our globe is undergoing from 
time to time, with irregular intervals;great shocks and 
cataclysms. These are provoked either by certain oro- 
genic processes, or by collisions with celestial vag- 
rants, A great many meteoric craters both superficial 
and even submarine, give evidence of this. In conse- 
quence of such collisions with fragments of celestial 
bodies, great geological changes may take place. One of 
the greatest cataclysms took place about 12,000-1 3,000 
years ago (10). It might have been provoked as a con- 
sequence of the fall upon the Earth of & small asteroid 
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or a fragment of a comet with its heavy nucleus. One of 
Such minor collisions took place on June 30, 1908, in 
Siberia, when the Tungusian meteorite, as it is called, 
destroyed forests over a great area, forming dozens of 
funnel-shaped depressions in the ground and creating the 
great Southern Marsh with a surface of about 5 square 
miles. It was probably related to the Pons-Winnecke 
comet. 

Further scientific research on these lines will 
undoubtedly yield very important conclusions as to the 
actual cause and time of the submersion of Poseidonia. 
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THE DEMORTIER THEORY OF THE COSMIC CATASTROPHE 
by Th.

In 1955 Ge Demortier published in France a new 
theory of the cosmic catastrophe which has certain marked 
resemblances to that of Hans Hoerbiger. 

This new theory presupposes that Wegener's theory 
of the contraction and the convective flows of Wegener 
and others, has failed because it does not take into 
account all the facts in the history of the earth. The 
author considers that the orogenesis of the Alps by non 
catastrophic means is impossible because of the hardness

of the earth's crust. He thinks that there fell onto 
the earth a giant meteor, twice the diameter of the 
Moon, possibly a previous satellite. In addition there 
were two previous moons that fell producing the Hertzian 
and Caledonian orogenesis. Both these satellites were 
smaller than the pre Alpinean. 

The pre Alpinean satellite fell into the Pacific 
Ocean, making a hole in the sialic crust, driving back 
the simatic layers and intruding into the core of the 
Earth. This collision produced in the antipodal side 
of the Earth the formation of the Alps, of the Green- 
land Plateau and the Mid Atlantic Ridge, which latter 
the author considers to be the joint between two con- 
tinental masses. In the Pacific Ocean the ejected 
simatic masses forms the ring atolls of the islands. 

A by product of the catastrophe was the beginning of 
the Ice Age, climatic changes, floods and girdle tides, 
etc. 

But this hypothesis ignores the well known facts 
of the geological history of the Earth and all the 
basis of historical geology and, also the fact that 
the effect of a fall of such a large satellite on the 
Earth would be that of the expolosion of a great number 
of hydregen bombs and would destroy 411 life on Earth. 

The idea is similar to that of S. Bashinsky, a 
Russian author, published 45 years ago in St. Petersburg, 
who assumed that a large asteroid had fallen in the 
Pacific and had become Australia. Owing to this the 
existing antipodal continent cracked and moved west- 
wards, becoming America. Because of the resistance of 
the solid continental masses it produced the folds of 
the Andes Cordillera chain. The central fissure which 
was formed between Euasia and America allowed great 
masses of lava to pour out which solidified into the 
Mid Atlantic Ridge. The steam from the eruption con- 
densed into great rains causing the Flood. The collis- 
ion also displaced the axis of the Earth and caused the 
beginning of the ice age. These events have remained 
in the memory of man as the deluge. This author thought 
that Atlantis was America and that it was displaced to 
the West. 
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Another Russian writer, E.H. Bahanov, of Livny thirty | ) 
five years before Wegener said that Atlantis was not 
submerged but moved away to become America. 
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ATLANTIS

Between 12,000 and 30,000 years ago, giant sheets 
of ice and snow extended over Europe, forming the last 
Ice Agee Atlantis, was relatively protected from these 
forces of the elements; but other things began to com 
bine to start the downfall of the Atlantean Empire. 

At a time which we can only roughly guess, but 
perhaps about 25,000 years ago, there was a geological 
disturbance which caused great earthquakes at Atlantis, 
and part of the island sank beneath the sea. And as a 
result of this, a group of the people who lived closest 
to the mainland of Europe escaped the catrastrophe by 
fleeing there, and then found themselves unable to 
return. 

Thus, they were thrown completely on their own 
resources in a hostile country, having only their nate 
ural skills and ingenuity. They had to combat the cave 
bear and other fierce animals, and sometimes the brutish 
but clever Neanderthal men. They learned to make wea- 
pons and tools, crude at first and then more skilfully. 
Many of them were artists; and these refugees from 
Atlantis left on the walls and recesses of their shel- 
tering caves the marvelous painting which we attribute 
to Cro-Magnon man. There are other and more specialized 
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names for this group of intelligent, cultured people who 
were very like ourselves in many ways; but we will group 
them together here. 

There was more than one disturbance in Atlantis 
which sent groups of people into Surope, escaping from 
the threatened disaster. Several bridges of land which 
extended out from the mainland toward the island con- 
tinent assisted in this; and frigid and forbidding as 
Europe might have been, it probably seemed to offer more 
sefety than their older home. 

At about this time there began to be changes of 
various kinds in other parts of the world. Some of the 
Atlantean colonies may have been abandoned to their own 
fate, and separate developments started which still kept 
memories of the mother empire. But new cultural groups 
began to arise around the world. 

In the island in the middle of the Gobi Sea, in 
central Asia, the growth of a powerful new civilization 
pegan. It seems to have had little or nothing in common 
with Atlantis; and when it began to spread out from its 
own center, there were clashes between the two groups. 

Gradually there was a change in the Atlanteans 
themselves as well. They began to depart from the older 
ways of living, started to eat flesh instead of being 
vegetarians, and engaged in killing, which had not been 
known before. The powers of mental telepathy and other 
mental abilities were lost to a great extent. 

Various new ideas of religion and belief replaced 
the older ones. There arose a cult which held ceremon- 
ies in a labyrinth, or maze of winding passages, and in 
some parts of the empire this took on a mysterious and 
Sinister aspect. 

At about 10,000 B.C., the Atlantean Empire was con- 
centrated almost entirely on the mid-Atlantic island it- 
self. Here it was to rise to one last great height 
before its final doom. 

For our knowledge of what conditions were like on 
the island of Atlantis at about 10,000 B.C., we can go 
to a more definite source than the legends and excavat- 
ions which we have relied upon up to this time. For a 
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number of Greek historians and philosophers wrote about 
the continent in the middle of the Atlantic Ocean, and 
the culture which once existed there. 

The most extensive of these accounts is that of 
Plato, who lived in the fifth century B.C. He received 
a story of Atlantis from the law-giver Solon, who had in 
turn learned it from the priests of Egypt. 

In Plato's story we are told that Atlantis was a 
pleasant land, where tame and wild animals both lived, 
and all kinds of plants and fruits grew in abundance. 
There was a great plain, crossed by canals, in the middle 
of the island; and on its eastern coast there was 2 great 
city, which was both the capital and a mighty seaport. 

The bay and harbor were always filled with merchant 
ships from all parts of the world. The central portion 
of the city was surrounded by three ring-shaped canals, 
and in this central area was the palace, roofed with 
plates of gold, silver, and a mysterious metal known as 
orichalcum. 

It is frequently argued that such a culture, having 
the use of metals and knowing commerce and industry, 
could not have existed as long ago as Plato claims. But 
researches show that there is nothing improbable in the 
story; gold and silver are soft metals, easily obtained 
from the soil. They knew what iron was, but used very . 
little of it, and it has been suggested that this was not | 
natural iron, but that which fell from space in the form 
of meteorites. 

At about 10,000 B.Ce, some parts of the former vast 
Atlantean empire had collapsed. But other portions of 
it, such as Egypt, were still strong. In addition, there 
were other rival nations coming to the fore. One of these 
was the Amazon culture, a group in which women were dom- 
inant and did the fighting. Others were the Gorgons, of 
ill repute, and the bull-worshipping civilzation on the 
island of Crete. 

That there was a culture in the area now known 4s 
Greece was told to Solon by the Egyptians, although 
little else is known about it. But this nation became 
prominent when the Atlanteans, departing from the peaceful 
ways which they had formerly known, began to make war on 
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their neighbors in Africa and the countries around the 
eastern end of what is now the Mediterranean Sea. 

A mighty wave of Atlantean warriors swept eastward, 
pushing all of the nations before them; and only the 
ancient Greeks fought back valiantly. Whether this fever 
of war which struck the Atlanteans was the cause of their 
destruction, or whether it was only coincidental, we may 
never knoWe 

One of the most memorable days and nights in the 
history of mankind occurred when Atlantis sank, about 
10,000 B.C. The exact date is not known; neither are 
the causes known; but in the myths and fables of every 
land the story survives - the story of the giant flood 
which engulfed the land, and from which only a few people 
escaped. 


The Greek philosopher Plato, who left one version of 
the story, blamed it on the departure of the Atlanteans 
from the ways of virtue; that the most high gods, becom- 
ing angry with them, sank the island because of their sins. 
He claimed that there were Atlantean and Greek armies 
locked in combat at the time the destruction came, and 
that they were all destroyed. 

But just as many animals are sensitive to the coming 
of storms or earthquakes, so the Atlantean people, who 
lived close to the soil and the seasons, must have noticed 
the signs of impending catastrophee That many of them 
tried to flee from the doomed island seems to be shown 
by the stories of the building of ships, or arks, which 
can be found widely spread. 

In Babylonia, in India, among many of tne tribes of 
the American Indians, even in the South Seas, the tales 
are the same; that one man received a warning of the 
Sinking of the land, and built a boat and took his family 
into it, and when the flood came they drifted to a far- 
away land and began life there again. 

By a remarkable coincidence, at almost the time that 
Atlantis sank, there was a comet in the sky, or so it 
seems from the old legends. And some researchers believe 
that the tail of the comet swept across the Earth at 
nearly the same time that the island was destroyed, giv- 
ing a double cause of destruction, and producing strange 
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results which were to curse the world for thousands of 
years to come. 

In Scandanavia, there seems to have been a battle 
going on between the Atlanteans and the Northmen, which 
was interrupted by the earthquakes and the comet; giant 
icebergs were broken off from the glaciers and went 
crashing through the night, causing the stories of the 
"dead men's ships" which are found in their myths. 

Almost certainly, the island of Atlantis had sev- 
eral major volcanoes; these erupted in the last days, 
causing more havoc and death. And then, finally, the 
island began to sink beneath the waves; down it sank, 
until at least only the tips of its mountain peaks were 
still above the water - the islands which we now call 
the Azores. 

But such a loss from the Earth's land mass had to 
be adjusted elsewhere; the Sahara Sea rose, spilling 
much of its water into the Mediterranean lowlands; the 
Straits of Gibraltar were formed, and the Atlantic Ocean 
poured in as well from the west. The Gobi Desert Sea 
was raised, and its water rushed toward the west, across 
Mesopotamia, wiping out the civilizations there and 
leaving a layer of mud seven feet thick. The island of 
Antilla was partly destroyed, but many of the people of 
Atlantis were able to escape to temporary shelter theree 

For years the sky was dark with dust and smoke; the 
mud left in the Atlantic Ocean by the sinking of Atlantis 
was to drift there for thousands of years. Europe began 
to be warmed by the Gulf Stream, now that its course was 
no longer diverted by the great island. And out of this 
mighty catastrophe came the nations and the world we 
know today. 

The sinking of the island of Atlantis at about 
10,000 B.Ce = Some researchers claim the date to have 
been 9564 - and the wiping out of its people, naturally 
ended the power of the Atlantean empire in the areas on 
both sides of the ocean. But as we have noted, there 
were a@ number of isolated outposts of Atlantean culture 
scattered around the world; and many of these survived 
for a time. 
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The story of the Trojan war, for example, seems to 
refer in part to a long-drawn battle between two groups 
of the people who had migrated from the island in the 
Gobi Sea - people whom we will call Aryans, after the 
early name for migrants into northern India thousands 
of years ago. And these two opposing sides which 
fought at Troy both had Atlanteans as advisers; they 
are the "gods" which Homer's story tells about, that 
gave counsel and sometimes fought in the battles. 

Even the site of Troy has never been satisfact- 
orily settled; and it seems very likely that when Homer 
made his famous verse, the Iliad, that he confused the 
legends and stories of several wars fought in that area, 
some of them very old and some almost in his own time. 
And the oldest war would be that in which the Atianteans 
participated. 


In India, there is a legend which many historians 
agree may be partly historical - the story of the Aryan 
prince Rama, whose bride, Sita, was stolen by the evil 
ruler of the island of Lanka, or the present Ceylon. 

In this ruler, Ravana, there seems to be an echo of the 
emperor of an Atlantean colony. And a curious item in 
the story is that both sides, which were to be involved 
in a mighty battle to rescue Sita, seem to have had some 
sort of aerial vehicles - possibly gliders, which could 
fly long distances by drifting on the wind. 

Sita was finally released after the island was 
invaded and Ravana killed; and the invasion was made pos- 
sible by a bridge which was built to the island from the 
mainland by Hunaman, the monkey god. No one believes 
that a real monkey actually commanded the forces that 
built the fabulous bridge; and it scems likely that 
Hunaman was in reality a very small, dark man, possibly 
a dwarf, who in the many retcllings of the story lost 
his human forme He also may have been an Atlantean who 
threw in his lot with the advancing Aryans.
